fight on Marnh 4th. Our captain, with 
seven officers and 105 men, landed to 
take a look around a place that had 
beau shelled by the Mouaduock, and 
were attacked while on shore. I was 
left in command of the ship and moved 
in shore until we had but eight inches 
of water under ourgkeel, to cover the 
retreat of our people. 


One of our engineers, who had been 


placed in command of a tug for tho 
day, distinguished himself by an act 
of heroism^that shows tho spirit of 
chivalry is still alive. 
The force that 


attacked our 
people manned some 


trenches near the landing place and 
poured in a galling fire. Mr. Wiusuip 
pat the bows of his tug toward the 
trenches aud drew tho fira of the 
enemy till our men in open boats were 
out of range.

fivo wounds. Ho lias almost entirely 
recovered now, and will bo on duty iu 
a few days.

more for fear of killing our own men.

leaving Honolulu, January 7, I have 
not beea able to leave the ship except 
on duty, but twice. 
1 took a Sunday 


off and -went to the little town of 
Agat iu Guam, on February Oth, six 
weeks ago, and I went to Manila for a 
few hours on Sunday, February 2Gth, 
Thus you will see that I have but 
little opportunity for personal observa- 
tion]of auy .kind. I must, therefore, 
bo dependent upon hearsay. 


Guam is a very pretty aud very 


fertile island, 
IDS squaie miles in 


area, withji population of about 7000. 
There are very few whites ou tho 
island, and they aro mostly Spanish 
political prisoners. The native popula- 
tion is of mixed blood mid rotten with 
the legacy left by whalers thut have 
made it a port of call for yours. 


Copra is the chief product, though 


coffee, 
sugar, rice, corn aud sweet 


potatoes can easily be grown. 
There 


is plenty of good water to bo had au'J 
with a thrifty population the island 
could bo made very productive. 


Tho principal town is Agaua, about 


four aud a half miles from the harbor 
of Sau Luis d'Apra, where we lay 
during our stay at the island. I weut 
to Agaua with our battalion on Feb- 
ruary 1st, when we took formal posses- 
sion of tho islaud, an:l hoisted tho 
American flag. 
As I simply marched 


into the town and out again, I saw 
little of it. I had time to observe the 
stylo of architecture, however, and to 
note that tho streets were wide aud 
remarkably clean. 
Tho houses are all 


built of wood, with thatched or tiled 
roofs, aud elevated on piles several 
feet from the ground. This is done to 
make them dry and habitable in tho 
wet seasou. The domestic animals 
live under the houses as a rule. 


Tho 
draught animals 
aro water 


butlalo, cows aud bulls or oxen. There 
are a fc\v very small horses. Most 
people ride cows or bulls. Tho bridle 
is a sort of Iwlter with tho strap run 
through the noso of tho animal and 
the auimal is directed by pulliug its 
head from side to side. 
It is very 


amusing to sea a little black cow 
loping along with a man on her back. 


Tho people are very docile and hos^

we have gone wo havo received as 
suraiices of a desire for peace, but th 
natives are waiting the order frou 
Aguinaldo, which will surely bo given 
when he is well licked at Manila. 


At Barugo, Island of Loite, we ran 


up against a yarn that gives a clao to 
the state of atlairs. 
Aguiualdo had 


Bent word around that he had killed a 
largo number of our soldiers, ^several 
geuorals among them; that ho had 
taken 5000 prisoners; that ho had 
captured the Monterey aud Monad 
nock; that he 
had 
mounted their 


heavy guns ou shore, and that tho 
American forces were closely besieged 
in the "wullod city" of Mauila. All 
this was reported as happening before 
we left Manila. 
It would seem that 


ho is keeping up tho spirits of his fol- 
lowers by lies like this. 


It seems hard to make war on those 


people. They are quiet in the main, 
aud readily submit to tho government 
nearest to them. We could easily have 
taken any one of tho places we have 
visited, but it would havo stopped our 
cruise. 
Besides, we had orders not to 


take any towns on this cruise.

pitable aud greeted us kindly wherever 
we went. Tho Sunday I went to Agat, 
the chief engineer aud I took luucheon 
with tho Spanish priest and were 
nicely eutertaiued. One native insisted 
ou our going to his "ranch" with 
him, and had his daughter make us 
some lemonade. The daughter seemed 
to be cleau; she was almost naked to 
the waist aud her body seemed cleau, 
so we had the lemonade made with 
water from our canteens, the maiden 
using her freshly washed bauds, very 
deftly, as lemon squeezers. 


Tho women differ from the ordinary 


tropical women iu that they are no' 
so voluptuously developed, but are very 
well formed. 
A good {coking woman 


is a very rare sight in Guam, though 
I aui told that several of them were 
seen iu Agaua. 


Vie. left Guam for JIanila on Feb- 


ruary 15th, arriving at JIauila on the 
morning of the 22d. 
W( found Ad- 


miral Dswey in port and we proved a 
surprise to him. The Yorktowu was 
expected and he thought we were the 
Torktown until we ran up our signal 
of identification. 


Oar 
squadron 
had 
undisputed 


possession of the bay, but 
General 


Otia was practically besieged in the 
city. Aguinaldo had the town com- 
pletely cut off from communication 
with the country by land apd there 
had been fitful fighting all the time 
since our arrival. We had a little 


danger of these rascals burning tho 
towns was worthy of thought too. 
We do not want tho towns destroyed. 


Night before last we steamed into 


tho barbor of Oiknak without lights 
nud suddenly flashed our searchlight 
on the town. The water front was 
;liscovered to havo crowds of merry 
makers about it 
It was laughable to 


see the people running for dear life 
aud scream with fright. 


Under u liberal aud kindly govern- 


ment this group of islands with its 
kindly people will be a realm worthy 
of u great ruler. 
Its possibilities of 


production aro not even exploited. 
Under the Spanish rule it Irns been 
terrible for the natives. 
With the 


most disreputable 
priesthood 
this 


world has known, sapping its resources 
or moral strength, aud u government 
oppressively taxing its euergies for 
the benefit of church and state, it is 
no wonder that littlo progress has 
been made. The wonder to my mint' 
is that they ever advanced at all. 


But rny knowledge is too limited, a! 


yet, to permit me to talk freely. 
The 


natural scenery in the islauds is reallj 
finu. Had we been going about ii 
psaca times, we should havo enjoyed 
;he trip immensely, but not a soul o 
us has lauded, except tho captain, 
since wo left Manila. 


This place we are in is a mos 


neautifcl bay near the southern end o 
Lusou, about 250 miles from Manila. 
It is ut least '& miles from here u 
;he entrance to the bay, and the bay 
is full of beautiful islauds, ranging 
Erom 20 feet to hundreds of feet in 
height. 
Some of these islands are 


cultivated; all are well wooded.

TUBULAR CHIMES. 


The Famom We«lmln»tcrHarmonl«l 


Ar* KUUB In 
«I»e Kency 


To«er in Hartford. 


The clock in the Keuey Memorial 


tower at Tuunel Bquure lias Tjegua to 
toll the hours, anil the tubular chimes 
•which are connected with the clock 
mark the quarter hours by repeating in 
measures of four notes the 
famous 


"\Vestmin6ter Chimes." 


The set in the Kency Toner, says the 


Hartford Courunt, is made up of five 
tubes which hang in a frame suspended 
ny Manila tarred rope, and are struck 
by hammers operated by clock work. 
The largest of the ihe tubus is 0 feet 
8 inches in length nml 5 inches iu diam- 
eter, weighs 2M pounds, aud is keyed to 
A natural. This tube is simply for the 
striking of the hour, and has nothing to 
do with the production of the chime 
music. The next smaller of the tubes 
is four inches shorter and weighs 220 
pounds. The key of it is B natural, and 
It ie the heaviest of the chimes. 
The 


other three tubes are: E natural, 7 feel 
8 inches, ISO pounds; F sharp, 7 feet, 
160 pounds, and G bharp, C fcut S inches, 
141) pounds. 


The tubes are of soft hraas and are 


drawn in the usual rummer by hydraul- 
ic pressure, the tone being governed by 
the length, the diameter and thickness 
of the metal forming the tube. 
The 


tone is soft and melodious, and has a 
radius of about one mile under favor- 
able conditions. The vibrations last for 
two minutes, whereas the vibrations oJ 
the largest bell last for only one. min- 
\ite.

Antonio de Abad and gave the Spanish 
forces thi-ir first stampede toward Ma- 
latc. 
That day Gen. Merrill cabled 


egotistically: 


"I hase captured Manila with the 


moral support of the navy." 


.Merritt was in the Philippines a few 


days over a month. Then he weut to 
Paris, but Bewey dec-lined to take part 
in this mission, explaining that lie 
could do more good commanding his 
fieri. There he remained, feeling not 
a litllc resentment over the failure ot 
Gen. 
1C. S. Otis, Merrill's successor ab 


military governor, to consult him about 
ufTuirs of moment. 


Otis rules with a mailed hand, but 


the Admiral plays his cards like a veter- 
an with good luck. \YheiiSecretary Al- 
ger cabled Gen. Otib to send troops to 
lloiio tinder proper escort at once, Olis 
bent to Dcwcy an order to prepare a 
convoy for transports forthwith. The 
admiral's reply to this peremptory com- 
mand caused some biirprise in the high- 
er ollicial circles., outside of which it 
is still practically unknown. 


"This is a ticklish business," an- 


swered Dewcy to Otis. "1 have no busi- 
ness al lloiio," and he declined to send 
any of his vessels there. 


The "Father of the Philippines" 


wished hi.s government to kno\\ he was 
still on the earth and keeping up his 
end of the string. The expected hap- 
pened just as ho desired. Otis reported 
lo Washington aud then there came n 
cablegram to Dewcy directly from .Sec- 
retary Long telling him to convoy tin- 
transports to lloiio. Orders straight 
from Washington to him rather than 
from Otis were what Dewcy wanted and 
tho admiral no longer found lloiio "a 
ticklis-h 
busi.-iess."—San

"The 
balmy climate and rich soil of thiie- 
islands, togttherwith the careful nieih- 
ods of cultivation, have combined to 
produce an onion that, f or size and fla- 
vor, is peerless. The vegetable will M- 
ai:c from one-half to one pound and n 
half in weight. 
It is alwavs. sound, 


juicy and ci lap, and these good quali- 
ties arc so well appreciated by Ameri- 
cans that about :H)0,0'i!> crates "f the 
onions are annually shipped to the 
United States. 


"I'rcpar.itions to supply th&'markcts 


of this country arc nrulc early in Janu- 
ary, and when gathered in March and 
April the onions are carefully selected 
and pinked in crates wc'iglune, when 
tilled. Hi!) pounds. The onions arc then 
taken to the general receiving w U u r f ; 
where they are subjected to a rigid in- 
spection by government officers. If the 
quality of the produce is not good and 
any imperfect or decayed specimens are 
found, the farmer is made to pick the 
,,'oods over and replace them. 
The 


onions are then passed by the inspector, 
and wln-u tho crates have been closed 
and marked by the shipper they r.re 
loaded on board a steam ship, which, 
after a vo> ape of 4S hours, lands thorp 
principally in New York. Here con- 
signments of from -1.000 :o 3,000 crates, 
each coutaininirl JO onions, are, receive? 
semiwcekly. The vegetable is usual!.' 
sold by the weight, and is now worllt 
about five cents per pound retail."— 
Washington Star. 


Such B thing as the delivery of goods 


from retail stores is unknown in Ma- 
nila, and even wrapping them up to 
be carried by the purchaser is not con- 
sidered a necessity. 


If one goes into a tobacconist's for a 


box of cigars, it is handed to him over 
the counter unwrapped. If he, by pan- 
tomime or the use of his "Spanish at 
a glance," succeeds in conveying the 
intelligence that he desires his pur- 
chase wrapped up, a search is institut- 
ed for a piece of newspaper, and if this 
be found, the box is enveloped in it 
and handed to him with a courtly bow, 
but without string. 


A few bakery wagons may be seen 


going from house to house, and ice carts 
and soda water carts, but beyond these, 
regular delivery vehicles are unknown. 


Nor is the early morning made melo- 


dious by the clatter of milk wagons, 
Genuine COV.-'B milk is a scarce article 
here. The water buffalo supplies most 
of the milk used, a snow-white liquid 
containing little cream and having a 
flavor none too pleasant to the Ameri- 
can palate. There are a few Australian 
cattle kept in the suburbs of Manila, 
apparently of Durham and Devon ex- 
traction, but their milk is liquid gold 
in comparison with the other. 


Instead of milk wagons, bare-legged 


milkmen trot about with long-necked 
jars or bambooed cylinders hanging 
from cither end of a pole carried on the 
shoulder. 


All butter is imported in tins, and is a 


luxury for the rich only. With a luxu- 
riant growth of grass the entire year, 
this ought to be a paradise for cattle, 
and perhaps Americans will develop its 
possibilities in this respect. 


'flic substitute, for the butcher cart 


and the grocer's wagon is the basket 
of woven bamboo carried from the 
market on the head of the customer, 
nlmont invariably a woman, a term in- 
cluding girls ten years and toothless 
crones. 


Everything to eat is sold rttthe"JIcr- 


cado," of which there are half aiUuun 
in tho city, 
lint let not the reader 


think of n. market where crisp vegeta- 
bles, fresh meat or clean fish tempt the 
eye. Let him rather picture to his mind 
a large building, an open court, or n 
group 01 bamboo stalls, dirty, vile- 
btncHing and unpleasant, to the eye, 
where crowds of women, sprinkled with 
the male servants of white residents, 
make their daily purchases and haggle 
as long- over a ten-cunt bargain as a 
white man would over a railroad con- 
tract. 


Whatever the shopper buys is laid in 


bulk in her shallow basket, and when 
she is satisfied she walks calmly away 
with the basket on her head, its con- 
tents exposed to the gaze of the public 
and accumulating dust.—N. Y. Post.

Experiment in Disinfection. 


The botanical department of the 


University of Illinois is conducting 
some very interesting experiments for 
tho state board of health, upon the 
disinfection of rooms mid other apart- 
ments. 
These tests are made by the 


use of the formaldehyde- by various 
methods. 
Artificial cultures of sev- 


eral virulent gurms are exposed iu 
rooms which lire then treated for 
"ivou ieugths of time with the disin- 
fecting uuUurhil and the results upon 
the goruis so exposed are afterward 
determined. Thu work so far shows 
that tho process may bo entirely sui 
cussfnl if the bacteria are 
condition, but if dry they are not 
usually killed. 
In infected rooms, 


railway 
coaches, etc., thu 
con- 


taminating 
germs 
of diphtheria 


measles, tuberculosis or other pntho- 
goiiic kiiuis of bacteria are mostly iu 
tho dry state, and any process of dis.
